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oel Myers is a rare man. He is one of the few glass design- 
ers in the world, probably the only one in the United 


States, who blows his own glass. He is recognized now as one 
of the art glass industry's leading designers; an art. magazine 
calls his work "elegant purity, without prettiness . . . a fine 
mix of art and craftsmanship." 


Myers is director of design for Blenko Glass Co., in Milton, 


W. Va., but much of the time he can be found out of his studio 
in the factory with the employes, working on a new piece of 
glass. He finds that "free exploration" gives him a better 
insight into design potential. And perhaps an unexpected 
extra; for example, he might make a mistake in carrying 
out a design-and end up with something better and more 
interesting than the original idea. 


Hand glass blowing, as Myers does it, without the use of 


even the simplest molds, is an art which is some two thousand 
years old. Its methods and tools today are still not very dif- 


ferent from those of medieval times. A quantity of semi* 
liquid glass is gathered on the end of a blowpipe, a hollow, 
iron pipe four or five feet long, with a knob at one end and a 
mouthpiece at the other. Then, starting with a small bubble, 
shape is blown into the glass piece by breath pressure. A few 
crude tools can be used in conjunction with the blowpipe, to 
squeeze, stretch or even cut the hot glass. 


A simple device, the blowpipe, in the hands of a skilled 


craftsman, can produce an endless variety of glass pieces; 
the blowpipe has the same relation to glassmaking that the 
wheel ha%to engineering. Machines make glass products of 
relatively simple design, while blowing produces intricate 
and spontaneously creative work. 


Joel Myers* only explanation for what basically guides him 


is—instinct. He says that although he follows certain funda- 
mental rules he feels his way forward mainly by intuition.

o n l y newspaper published 
about a bird. 


R e s i d e n t s of eastern 


United States are familiar 
with the birdhouse apart- 
ments seen high on poles in 
the vicinity of old farm- 
houses. Some of them go 
back a l m o s t to colonial 
days. 


These are purple martin 


houses and the old residen- 
ters valued the bird for Us 
insect-eating abilities. 


As nature-lovers do, it's 


the practice to toss about 
the figure of 2,000 mosqui- 
toes a day as the average 
consumption per bird- How- 
ever, in nature lore there is 
always a touch of contro- 
versy p l a g u i n g such all- 
encompassing facts. Every 
now and then, the News has 
to quell antimarUn people 
who not only question the 
2,000 figure but wonder if the 
martin eats mosquitoes at 
all. 


Not to take sides, the bird 


does live on insects and it's 
safe to say thyt, in the in- 
terest of mankind, the more 
birds and the fewer sprayed 
insecticides the better. 


The newspaper and the 


wild bird society got started 
when the Griggsville, 111., 
Jaycees s t a r t e d on a 
big clean-up-th£-mosfli4tQfis 
campaign back in 1962. A 
local mmufa,cturiog firm de- 


veloped an aluminum purple 
martin house to encourage 
increased martin residence 
and they went up on the 
town's telephone poles. 


The campaign was even 


m o r e successful than ex- 
pected. The town (pop. 1,240) 
became known as the Purple 
Martin Capital. So many in- 
quiries about the mosquito 
campaign flooded in that the 
Wild Bird S o c i e t y was 
f o u n d e d to answer them. 
Meanwhile, the local plant's 
martin house began selling 
like crazy and finally the 
martins had things compli- 
cated to the point that the 
newspaper was founded to 
simplify them. 


The martins can be proud 


of their paper. It prints 
pages of amusing letters 
from bird-watcher subscrib- 
ers, mostly amateurs. For 
many readers, their interest 
in the purple martin and try- 
ing to attract families of 
them to their own apart- 
ment-birdhouses is a first 
step to interest in wildlife 
and conservation at large. 


A far-flung staff of bird 


observers contributes regu- 
larly to the News. Sand- 
wiched in are articles by 
experts on general nature 
subjects. Everybody partici- 
pates. 


The purple martin is the 


patron bird, of course, but 
the interest spreads over all 
American wildlife, particu- 
larly in the direction of en- 
couraging e f f o r t s to help 
bird species, like the blue- 
bird and roseate spoonbill, 
threatened by man-created 
changes in their environ- 
ment.

Caps on Teeth 
Can Be Painted 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I recently had six front teeth 
capped and I feel they are 
too light in color. Is there 
anything that can be done to 
make them darker? 


ANSWER: Color of baked 


porcelain caps, 
or baked 


porcelain 
facings of gold 


caps, can't be altered except 
by rebaking them in a cer- 
amic furnace. 


Acrylic resin ( p l a s t i c ) 


caps, or acrylic resin facings 
of gold caps, can be tinted in 
the raouth with s p e c i a l 
acrylic "paint." This should 
only be done by your dentist 
because, while the technique 
is simple, it's a fussy job and 
requires the hand of an ex- 
pert. 


You may need a new paint 


job every once in awhile, be- 
cause the paint wears off. 


Fortunately, it's easier to 


darken caps than lighten 
them. Tobacco, tea, coffee, 
food stains and elapsed time 
are usually enough to darken 
them somewhat.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I'd like to know if an ortho- 
dontist can pull down a peg 
tooth and grind off the point 
to make it look like a normal 
tooth?—Mrs. T. L. B. 


ANSWER: By way of ex- 


planation, thin, pointed, mis- 
shapen incisor teeth, com- 
monly called "peg teeth," 
a r e hereditary 
anomalies 


usually affecting upper lat- 
eral incisor teeth. 


They vary in shape and 


position in the jaw. Some are 
so small they re like dolls' 
teeth. Some are turned side- 
ways. Some actually come to 
a point. Some are short and 
thin, with peglike roots. 


Peg teeth are not very at- 


tractive. 
They 
may 
look 


cute in a child's mouth, but 


can spoil an otherwise hand- 
some set of teeth in adults. 


Mrs. B's suggestion to 


bring peg teeth d o w n by 
means of orthodontic appli- 
ances and recontour them to 
resemble normal teeth is 
pretty clever but not prac- 
ticable. Removing enough 
crown for this purpose would 
surely expose the nerve; and 
the root isn't long enough to 
be p u l l e d down very far 
without loosening the tooth. 


But peg t e e t h needn't 


I c a. u s e .cosmetic., '.distress. 


Very often these teeth can 
be capped w i t h porcelain 
crowns. 
Only occasionally 


must they be extracted and 
replaced 
with bridgework. 


This is sometimes 
compli- 


cated by need for orthodontic 
treatment in order to make 
the space big enough for a 
normal-sized tooth.

NEW YORK—(NBA)—Walt Frazier whips a pass into 


the pivot which bounces off the backside of the opposing 
center and into the hands of Dave DeBusschere, who has 
a clear shot. Bill Bradley shoots and the ball teeters on 
the rim while the players stand and watch the way a crowd 
does when a man is on the ledge of the 40th floor. Yes or 
no? Yes, it falls in. 


"You know what it's like?" asked a New York Knick 


fan. as he chewed his program in excitement. "It's like 
every one uh them Knicks stepped in a pile tih horse man- 
ure and they come out smelling like a rose." 


Larry Costello, coach of the Milwaukee Bucks, said the 


same thing, but in less pungent terms. "They are a great 
basketball team," he said. "It is a team that seems to have 
no weakness and you cannot gamble on them." 


"They blew us out of the gym," said Atlanta coach Richie 


Gucrin. 


In the last month, the Knicks won nearly 90 per cent of 


their games. They jumped from sixth place to third to 
fighting for the lead in the NBA's Eastern Division. 


The Knicks are the hottest team in pro basketball. Break- 


ing that down it means they are (a) the luckiest and (b) 
one of the most skillful teams in basketball. 


Their defense is remarkable. It seems they have hands 


springing put of the floorboards to snatch balls. They are 
fast-breaking with the speed and sure-handedness of the 
Pony Express. And they are as charitable with giving up 
shots as the guy in the bar who sets 'em up for the house. 


A spirit of selflessness, of pure joy, of unfettered confi- 


dence spurs the Knicks and makes them the most exciting 
and most successful team in New York since, well, since 
the Jets. And that's going a piece—in results if not in cal- 
endar years. 


"Everybody," said Knick coach Red Holzman, "is part 


of everything. DeBusschere has made a big 
difference 


since coming here in a trade. Bradley is playing better 
than ever. Willis Reed has adjusted to center again. Fra- 
zier and Dick Barnett arc playing the offense and the de- 
fense. We call someone from the bench and he flows right 
in. Our trainer has helped. 


"Even I have helped." 
The Knicks' technique has been to grab a big early lead 


and let the other teams try to catch up and they haven't 
yet. Against Philadelphia the Knicks jumped out 10-0, then 
34-19 at the end of the first quarter. They swept to a 17-4 
advantage over Atlanta. It was 24-10 over Boston, 65-49 
over Baltimore at the half and they took an early 25-point 
lead over Milwaukee. 


All this despite the loss by injuries to Cazzie Russell and 


Phil Jackson. 


As sometimes happens, the loss of key players will pro-

This primarily fits Bill Bradley of the New York Knicks. 


Ho is starting now, in place of Cazzie Russell, and is play- 
ing the more familiar forward position rather than guard. 
He is playing 40-55 minutes a game, where he used to play 
less than 30. In a recent set of four games, he scored over 
20 points three times and hit the winning free throws in the 
fourth. 


A major reason for the New York resurgence is, of 


course, Dave DeBusschere. He came to the Knicks on Dec. 
19 in a trade with Detroit for Walt Bellamy and Howard 
Komives. The Knicks had floundered in the early months, 
but they won two straight when DeBusschere joined the 
club and with him. they went on to win eight more in a 
row, breaking a club record. 


"Dave has provided leadership, hustle and Inspiration," 


said Russell. "When Dave says something on the court, we 
listen. We respect his knowledge and ability." 


The Hawks' Joe Caldwcll noted: "Dave makes them

It seems he doesn't start driving until the Knicks are well 
ahead. He's looking to pass to others." 


With Bellamy Rone, Reed went back to his "natural" 


position—center. He has increased both his rebounding and 
scoring percentages. And Barnett, the sleepy-eyed, bearded 
backcourt standout, is also scoring more—especially in 
crucial fourth-quarter situations. 


"It's Frazier, though," said DeBusschere, "who is the 


unsung hero. He's getting us up, both on defense and 
offense." Walt Frazier is leading the team in assists, sec- 
ond in rebounds and averaging 16 points per game. 


When the starters need breathers, Nate (the Snake) Bow- 


man provides frightening dribbling with strong rebound- 
ings; Bill Hosket with a leg taped from calf to thigh lilts 
three straight 25-foot jumpers; Don May, 6-5, outrebounds 
centers, fakes, sinks a layup, and Mike' Riordan, flapping 
around the court like an elf, always seems to save the ball, 
then spill into a spectator's lap. 


"A funny thing," said that Knick fan, with bits of pro- 


gram now at the corners o! his mouth, "but look how they'll 
argue about something and yet no one gets mad at anyone. 
And then they'll be winning and they'll be laughing on the 
bench. They seem so happv." 


Even when the Knicks blow a big lead, then have to 


struggle to keep the win, they still have a sublime outlook. 
After a big lead dwindled to a nine-point victory over the 
Hawks Frazier, not too straight-faced, said,'"We just 
wanted to put on a show so the people wouldn't get bored." 


But the Knicks are not always on the brink of belly 


laughs. After one game, DeBusschere was complaining 
about being called for traveling on a certain play. 


"I didn't travel," he said, his eyebrows perking up in 


search of sympathy "1 was just doing my tricky fakes. 
You know, I don't do my stuff too often Mainly because 1 
don't have much. . . ." 


In another locker-room, where an air is heavy with fru-

Her maiden name was Mary 


Ball, and she was born in a 
household of double second mar- 
riages on a plantation on the left 
bank of the Potomac. She was 
reared in rural abundance, ac- 
cording 
to reports, and this 


could have referred to material 
possessions or kinfolk or both. 


At 16 she was described as be- 


ing "sweet Molly with flaxen 
hair and rosy cheeks, loving 
and modest." The family didn't 
have the proper social connec- 
tions for Mary to meet and mar- 
ry a wealthy man when she was 
suitably young. The fact was 
Mary didn't marry until she was 
27. At that age the custom de- 
creed that she must content her- 
self with a widower. (But this 
was a little surprising, consi- 
dering that her mother married 
three times and was widowed 
each time by the death of her 
husband. Why didn't she see to 
it that her daughter meet some 
"nice young man?") 


We don't know. After her mo- 


ther's death, Mary had no fami- 
ly, and the estate was handled 
by a lawyer of high repute named 
George Eskridge who also be- 
came her legal guardian.

This is the gold market, a 


subject that to most people lias 
become remote, boring, mean- 
ingless, but which represents to 
bankers, speculators and some 
heads of states an unbearably 
tense situation. 


What will the price of gold be 


one year from now? No more 
than $35 an ounce if you judge 
from official U.S. statements. A 
lot more than that if South Af- 
rica, the world's largest pro- 
ducer, realizes its hopes. 


The least suggestion of aprice 


change sends speculators to 
market. 


Suppose, for instance, that the 


United States, which officially 
maintains the price of monetary 
gold at $35 an ounce, hints that 
there is some slight chance it 
might decide to pay more. Hope 
immediately s w e l l s in the 
breasts of gold hoarders. And 
those without gold rush to buy. 


Something of that sort did 


happen 
not long ago. When 


President-elect N i x o n intro- 
duced his new Treasury secre- 
tary-designate, David Kennedy, 
the gentleman immediately was 
asked the question. 


"I want to keep every option 


open," Kennedy said, adding, "I 
do not want to start any rumors 
to cause any kind of a crisis 
thju 1 will have to woik on."

And because the United 
States was leaving a lot of dol» 
lars abroad, a lot of dollars 
were coming back in exchange 
for gold. 


Much of this gold was getting 


into the hands of speculators 
and industrial users and leaving 
less and less gold for backing 
money, thus endangering the 
entire world monetary system. 


To escape further danger, the 


big industrial nations simply 
shut oil the drain to the private 
market. Instead, they decided 
ta keep what gold they had, 
neither buying nor selling to 
speculators or industrial users.

hoarders 
and 
some govern- 


ments too, each of which had

Projects to 
Be First to 
Be Consolidated 


UTTLE RCCK (AP) - Gov. 


WUithrop 
Rockefeller 
an- 


nounced Thursday that a pro- 
gram to consolidate some man- 
power training projects is ex- 
pected to be the first to be 
completed in the southwest and 
possibly in the nation. 


Rockefeller said the programs 


involved are the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, Operation Main- 
stream, 
and New Careers, 


which are funded through the 
Economic Opportunity Act. 


The governor said the basic 


purpose of the change was to 
bring the programs together in 
given areas with a common 
prime sponsor, to provide an 
unbroken sequence of training 
and work opportunities to low- 
income persons and to prevent 
duplication in some areas.

Thinks Peace 
Talks Hear a 
Common Ground

PARIS (AP) — The adversar- 


ies in the Vietnam peace talks 
may be on the extreme edge of 
the common ground which U.S. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
declares is necessary for a start 
toward a settlement. 


That is the cautious impres- 


sion U.S. and South Vietnamese 
negotiators formed after Thurs- 
day's weekly meeting. 


The allied negotiators found 


three encouraging signs during 
and after the weekly encounter: 


1. The North Vietnamese have 


shifted the focus of their public- 
ly expressed interest onto a ter- 
rain chosen by Lodge. Instead 
of emphasizing that the United 
States and the Saigon govern- 
ment must accept the political 
demands of North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong, Hanoi envoy 
Xuan Thuy moved to the fore- 
front his insistence that the 
United States unconditionally 
withdraw its troops from South 
Vietnam. Thus North Vietnam 
is now treating a military ques- 
tion as the No. 1 issue on an un- 
fixed agenda. 


Although Thuy declared that 


the U.S. withdrawal must be 
made without conditions, ob- 
servers saw the possibility of a 
parallel with the negotiations 
for a halt in the U.S, bombing of 
North Vietnam. Hanoi then in- 
sisted publicly that the bombing 
halt must be unconditional but 
later made secret concessions. 


A similar compromise to pro- 


vide mutual troop withdrawals 
also is considered possible.

BERLIN (AP) - Soviet and 


East German maneuvers near 
the air corridors to isolated 
West Berlin could result In a 
confrontation with the Western 
allies. 


The key question is whether 


the Russians and East Germans 
plan aerial maneuvers as well 
as ground exercises, and if so to 
what extent. 


The Soviet announcement said 


only the maneuvers will take 
place early in March in central 
and western East Germany— be- 
tween West Berlin and the West 
German border 110 miles away. 
Many believe 
the maneuvers 


are another Communist attempt 
to hinder access to West Berlin, 
where the West Germans will 
hold their presidential election 
March 5. 


The East Germans, with So- 


viet backing, already have im- 
posed new restrictions on sur- 
face travel, barring West Ger- 
many's 
presidential electors, 


their aides and members of the 
West 
German armed 
forces 


from traveling through East 
Germany to West Berlin. This 
means delegates to the West 
German Federal Assembly will 
be flying there. 


If the Communists send up 


aircraft in numbers in the rela- 
tively narrow area, they could 
not avoid flying over the Berlin 
air corridors and possibly below 
the 10,000-foot level where West- 
ern planes fly. 


At jet speeds this could pose 


an acute safety problem for air- 
liners. 


Even if the Soviets and East 


A3ermans do nothing overt in the 
air corridors, the announcement 
that they plan I&rge-scale, high- 
speed air formations in the area 
would pose a ticklish question 
for the allies: 


Should the air corridors be 


shut down until the maneuvers 
are finished, or should meas- 
ures be taken to see that the air- 
liners get through, with fighter 
escorts for example? 


Since the Russian blockade in 


1948-49 there has never been any 
large-scale Communist interfer- 
ence with Berlin's air corridors. 
But 
Communist planes 
are 


sighted regularly by Western 
airline pilots. 


High-ranking U.S. officials in 


West Berlin do not think the So- 
viets are planning anything seri- 
ous in connection with their ob- 
jections to the West Berlin elec- 
tion. It is held in West Berlin ev- 
ery five years, and every time 
the Soviets and East Germans 
complain it is a "provocation."
